Francis M. Smith, Once Rated a. Mul- 


ti-Millionaire, Faces Debts 


Totalling $150,000.

San Francisco, Gal., Aug. 5.—Rated 
only a year or two ago among the 
great multi-millionaires of America, 
Francis M. Smith, widely known as 
the "Borax Kiiig," appeared before 
Judge Morrow in the United States 
district court today to show cause 
why he should not he adjudged a 
bankrupt 'on debts amounting ap- 
proximately to $150,000. 
The petition filed by Smith's credit- 
ors declares that prior to May 5, 
when a company was appointed to 
act as trustees in managing his af- 
fairs, he conveyed without money 
consideration 
properties 
valued 
at 


$1,000,000 to the Mercantile Trust 
Company, to B. F. Edwards and to 
his wife at a time when he was in- 
solvent. 
These transfers, it is al- 


leged in the complaint, constitute acts 
of bankruptcy. 
Smith's career is one of the ro- 
mances of modern American finance. 
Born in. the town of Richmond, Wis., 
about sixty-five years ago, he spent 
his boyhood and youth on his fath- 
er's farm. 
At the age of twenty-one 
he came west, and in 1872 he discov- 
ered the great borax deposits in Ne- 
vada. 
After years o£ labor he se- 
cured a monopoly of the product, and 
from that time his financial success 
was one of the wonders of the west. 
Eventually he became the head of a 
two hundred-million-dollar string of 
corporations.

BROTHS FOR THE SICK. 


Broth is a liquid 
containing the 


juices of soluble parts of meat and 
bone which have been extracted by 
long, slow cooking. When cold, it is 
more or less solid, according to the 
gelatinous nature of the ingredients. 


The chief object in making broth is 


to obtain the largest possible amount 
of. nutriment from the meat, so we 
cut it in small pieces and soak it in 
cold water, using the water as well 
as the meat in the slow cooking which 
followa.;*;, A 
tightly-covered 
kettle 


which T£J11 retain the steam is desir- 
able, otherwise miKh of the flavor is 
lost by evaporation. 


Mutton Broth—Mutton broth is the 


accepted kind for the 
convalescent. 


Wipe a piece of the neck weighing two 
pounds, cut off all skin and fat and 
cut the meat in small pieces. Put the 
bones into the kettle with the meat, 
add cold water and let them stand an 
hour to extract the juices. Heat grad- 
ually to the boiling point, season with 
salt and pepper and simmer for two 
hours, but do not allow to boil. Re- 
move fat and strain through a ccxsrse 
sieze. 
Serve hot. 
In re-heating, use 


a double boiler. 


Th'ree tablespoonfuls of rice or bar- 


ley may be added; soak tbe barley 
over night, add to the broth and cook 
until the grains are tender.

broth is made the day before and 
cold, the fat may ba easily removed. 


Nutritious Beef Broth.—Cut three 


pounds of solid meat from the shoul- 
der or shin in small pieces, put the 
.cracked bone into an earthen jar, coy- 
er with cold water arid cook slowly 
•with the meat ten or twelve hours in 
a slow oven. A flreless cooker is an
